Mr.  Chairman/  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  October,  1971. 

The  health  of  the  Rural  District  has  been  satisfactory  and  there  has  been 
little  change  in  the  statistics  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  in  the  report. 

There  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  births  in  the  district  in  1971, 
but  the  birth  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  Infant  Deaths  in  1971. 

A  total  of  211  deaths  during  the  year  show  a  slight  reduction  compared  with 
1970.  Of  these  deaths  54  were  due  to  Malignant  Disease  of  various  organs,  6 
being  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  a  reduction  from  the  figure  of  18  for  1970. 

Heart  Disease  accounted  for  quite  a  high  proportion  of  the  total  deaths.  It  is 
regrettable  that  there  were  6  deaths  due  to  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  during  1971, 
there  being  none  in  1970. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  Measles  cases  totalled 
208.  This  disease  tends  to  have  a  peak  in  alternate  years.  In  1970  the  figures 
were  low  being  only  53  cases.  Immunisation  is  now  being  offered  against  Rubella 
(German  Measles)  to  girls  between  the  ages  of  11  and  14  years.  This  is  a  disease 
which  can  be  particularly  dangerous  to  mothers  if  infected  in  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy,  as  it  can  cause  serious  defects  in  the  baby.  By  being  immunised  in  • 
adolescence  the  risk  of  infection  during  pregnancy  is  much  reduced. 
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Occasional  cases  of  Tyohoid  Fever  and  Dysentery  are  reported  among  holiday 
makers  returning  from  abroad.  The  standard  of  hygiene  is  not  always  as  high  as 
in  this  country  and  it  is  advisable  to  avoid  drinking  unboiled  water  and  consuming 
unwashed  fresh  fruit.  Bearing' in  mind  Ithe  risks  and  exerting  a  little  common 
sense  the  risk  of  infection  can  be  considerably  reduced. 

It  is  most  important  to  reach  and  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  where 
water  supplies  and  food  are  concerned.  Samples  are  regularly  taken  and  advice 
given  regarding  hygiene  in  food  establishments.  The  same  high  standard  should 
be  maintained  in  the  home. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dunning,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
the  other  officers  for  their  help  and  conscientious  work  during  the  year  and  also 
to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Department.

1 .  CLIMATOLOGY 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Faversham  was  23.10  inches  -  a  decrease 
of  0.5  from  the  previous  year.  The  figure  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks 
for  1971  was  26.18  inches  -  a  decrease  of  0.52  inches. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham 
Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Waterworks  and  Johnson  House,  Sittingbourne  can  be  seen 
in  Appendix  ’ B T  and  Appendix  ' C ' . 


2.  AREA 


The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  is  62,013  -  approximately  97  square  miles. 


3.  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  copulation  for  the  district  as  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  .23,420  -  an  increase  of  160  on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 


4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1971  was  8,109  as  compared 
with  7,887  at  the  end  of  1970  -  an  increase  of  222. 
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There  were  67  housing  units  built  by  the  Council  and  209  constructed  privately 
(total  276)  -  an  increase  of  159  on  last  year's  total  of  117.

Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  are 
administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 .  Water  Supply 


The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  9  blouses  have  no  main 
supply. 


The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade,  Hartlip,  Lower  Halstow,  Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the  remaining 
parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 


One  hundred  and  five  samples  of  treated  water  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  thirteen  samples  submitted  to 
chemical  examination  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


2 .  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Dunkirk  This  scheme  was  completed  in  April  and  107  properties  were  connected. 

Borden  A  scheme  to  connect  57  properties  to  the  main  sewer  was  completed 
in  March. 


Hartlip  A  scheme  for  sewering  Hartlip  vas  commenced  in  October. 


3.  Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  Collection  -  This  service  comtinued  to  operate  satisfactorily.  A 
twice  weekly  collection  was  instituted  from  Public  Houses  and  Cafes  having  large 
amounts  of  refuse.  The  compounid  at  Cryall's  Tip  was  provided  and  brought  into 
use. 


Cesspool  Emptying  -  A  considerable  amount  of  overtime  had  to  be  worked  to 
meet  with  the  demands  njade  upon  this  service. 
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4.  Public  Conveniences 


Three  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington,  Doddington 
and  Lynsted.  At  Newington  the  building  was  erected  by  the  Council.  At  Doddington 
and  Lynsted  suitable  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Council  with  the  owners  and 
tenants  of  the  public  houses  "The  Chequers"  and  "The  Swan"  for  the  use  of 
sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses  by  the  public. 


5.  Rodent  Control 


The  use  of  Alphachloralose  for  mice  infestations  has  continued  successfully.

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues  to 
make  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district.

A  total  of  69  applications  covering  74  dwellings  of  which  44  were  owner/ 
occupied  and  30  were  tenanted  were  received  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  the 
work  involved  was  £104,069  and  grants  of  £48,575  vjbre  approved. 

Standard  Grants 

A  total  of  34  applications  covering  36  dwellings  of  which  28  were  owner/occupied 
and  8  were  tenanted  were  received.  Grants  of  £7,940  were  approved,  13  of  these 
being  higher  standard  grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £5,230.
